on the part of congress." 


The action of federal officials in the 


territory is severely criticised. 


The report is accompanied 
by a 


letter from Secretary Hitchcock to tho 
president concurring as to tho refei- 
ences to the federal officials and ask- 
ing for a conference with the presi- 
dent regarding them at the 
earliest 


practical moment, and saying ho will 
later consider the proposed sweeping 
changes in the organization and ad- 
ministrative methods which require 
much new legislation and possibly 
tho negotiation of supplemental agree- 
ments with tho Indians. 


Secretary Hitchcock adds that the 


baseless impression reported to have 
obtained in tho Indian territory as to 
the practice and procedure in tne de- 
partment relative to appeal is not 
surprising in view of the "atmosphere 
of suspicion and calumny wnich per- 
vades the territory". 


The report says : "Conditions pre- 


vailing in the Indian Territory at the 
present time aro altogether abnormal. 
Multitudes 
of 
corporations 
have 


sprung up there and tho purposes and 
methods of a large proportion of these 
corporations are such as to make it 
obviously improper for federal officers 
in the territory and especially for 
members of the commission to hold 
their stock." 


Speaking of tho present situation in 


the territory, tho report says that the 
real Indians, who remained Indiana, 
constituting scarcely one twentieth of 
the whole number of the inhabitants, 
are rapidly decreasing in numbers; not 
dying from disease or vice, but be- 
cause the future holds out no prospect 
for them. 


The report notes the profound dis- 


content among the white people of the 
territory and the very geneial want of 
confidence in public business and the 
frequency with which one authority is 
reversed by another. 


The report expresses the opinion 


that it was an error of policy so to 
frame the statutes providing for an 
allotment in severally among cho Five 
Tribes as to permit any Indian to 
obtain more land than ho could oc- 
cupy personally with profit, and to 
fail adequately 
to recognize the dis- 


tance between a real Indian and a 
white or black man having tho rights 
of an Indian. 


It is recommended that tho Indian 


territory bd divided as soon us practi- 
cable into districts which may hero- 
after become counties of a future state, 
and that every such district have an 
officer 
' 
oii|i(-rvise 
Indian 
leases, 


•perform probate and notarial duties 
and to serve as a committing magis- 
trate and judge of petty cases, etc., 
in order to relieve the dockets of the 
United States courts.

THREE MILLION YEARS OLD 


Professor Lawson Makes Study of 


Upper Kern Basin 


University of California—A bulletin 


just issued by Andrew C. Lawson, 
professor of geology in the University 
of California, on the geomorphogeny 
of the upper Kern basin, discloses in- 
teresting facts as to the geological 
formation of this region and gives 
also an estimate of the time necessary 
for these changes to have taken place. 
Incidentally [the age of 
the Sierra 


Nevada mountains, the oldest part of 
California, may bo calculated 
from 


Professor Lawson's conclusion. 


According to his estimates nearly 


three million years have elapsed since 
the beginning of the quatouary time 
when tho first great uplift took place 
and raised that part of the mountain 
range about 2500 foot. 


Professor Lawsoii then divides qua- 


teniiry time into two periods, that 
of tho evolution of tho high valleys, 
following this upheaval, and that of 
the cutting of the present canyon sys- 
tem 
of tiio Sierra Nevadas, which 


followed a second and greater up- 
heaval.

One hundred 
men at first would be suffliceut, but 
this would have to be increased to 
perhaps 500.

Two Many Toother—Swelled Heads and Eyes- 


Early BreHers—B;an For Poultry—Green Food 


In Winter 


Millet, seed is a groat egg producing 


grain. 


Apoplexy nnfl egg bound are the 


results of excessive fat. 


Frequent ehangos of tho lit tor on 


tho hoii house floor is iidvisable for 
(ho sake of the health of tho flock. 


Any sharp stones will answer for 


grit, if thoy are smaller than a grain 
of corn, and larger than a grain of 
wheat. 


Sifted coal ashes will do very well 


for tho floor of tho hen coop, if they 
arc rakod ovor every few days to keep 
them well loosened and clean. 


While incut scraps are good for poul- 


try, especially the laying hens, better 
results can 
lie obtained by cooking 


them thoroughly and then chopping 
them up flno before feeding. 


Lime is essential to the formation 


of the egg shell. Where a hen has free 
range it is not, necessary to supply 
it, but where confined, lime should 
bo provided in some shape. 


lions that cannot stand and have no 


use of limbs, but seem to be other- 
wise healthy, are probably paralyzed. 
Little can be done for such birds and 
it is best to dispatch them quickly. 


Have the roost-poles on a level. The 


old ladder roost is out of date. Fowls 
like to roost 
high, and when the 


ladder-roost 
is vised each fowl will 


try to stiuoezo on the top round. This 
[tacking together will CDUSO many to 
become overheated uad thus readily 
take cold, while some i.ro sure to be 
pushed off and got bad falls. 


If tho frozen comb is bathed in ker- 


osene and afterwards with glycerine 
and kept away from other fowls, the 
frosted parts can be saved. 
Should 


the wattles also bo frozen, treat thorn 
the same. 
If tho fowl is so badly 


frozen that it cannot eat, cut bread in 
long strips, soak them in warm milk 
and put into its mouth till it can feed 
itself. 


It is often difficult to pievent roup 


at this season of the year. Precautions 
should be taken, such as keeping the 
hens and house dry. 
To this end air- 


slacked lime should 
be freely used 


about the house and yards. Clean up 
frequently and whitewash the house 
inside. Lime will assist in keeping 
the house dry. 
Also keep a small 


lump in tho drinking water—using a 
fresh lump every few days. 


Too Many Together 


Ten hens in a house that gives them 


plenty of room will Jay more eggs 
than twenty that are crowded; hence, 
one not only gets fewer eggs when 
there are too many hens together, but 
tho cost of the food is greater and tho 
amount of work incieased. 
Trying to 


do too much on a limited area has* 
caused many failures, and tho proper 
plan is to keo,j but a few hens rather 
than too many. 


Swelled Heads and Eyes 


Nearly all of the blindness, .swollen 


heads and eyes and rattlings in the 
throat are due to drafts of air on the 
birds at night, usually from overhead; 
but a niiil hole or a crack in the wall 
is s u f f i c i e n t to cause a whole (lock to 
ho i l l . Fowls can sometimes endure 
cold weather, but currents of nil- are 
injurious. 
Tho remedy is to prevent, 


t he currents, and to anoint tho eyes 
and fuel) 
with a few drops of a m i x - 


ture of one part spirits of turpentine 
and two parts sweet oil, and also to 
force ten drops down the throat in 
case of hoarseness. 


Early Broilers

in p u t t i n g early

three pints of cornmeal than In the 
mixed food, but tho hens receiving 
tho mixed food will digest the food 
hotter, and a variety promotes health, 
Uulky food in winter always gives ex- 
cellent results, and if cabbage cannot 
be obtained, use anything that will 
prove acceptable that can be procured 
rather than to feed exclusively on 
grain. 


Bran for Poultry 


Hran is excellent for poultry, and 


one point in favor of bran is that it 
contains a much larger proportion of 
lime than any other cheap food de- 
rived from grain, and as the shell or 
eggs are composed of lime it is essen- 
tial that food rich in Jime bo pro- 
vided. It may bo urged that tho use of 
oyster shells will provide lime, but it 
will bo found that it is the lime in 
the food that is most, serviceable, be- 
cause it is in a form that can be better 
digested and assimilated than carbon- 
ate of lime. Clover is also rich in 
lime, and when a mass of cut clover 
and bran is given the fowls they will 
need no oyster-shells or other mineral 
matter as a source from which to pro- 
vide limo for the shells of eggs. 
Do 


not forget that in summer, however, 
the use of all kinds of food should be 
with judgment. If hens have a free 
range give no food at all as long as 
they are laying, but if they begin to 
fall off let bran bo a leading ingred- 
ient of the foods allowed. 
In winter 


the bran and clover is even more 
essential, as the fowls cannot then se- 
cure green food on the range.

Spain. They are loyal to their masters 
and will flght for the owners of the 
estates upon which they live as prompt- 
ly nnd as bravely as they did in feudal 
titties. They are a hardy race, born 
without blessings, living without com- 
forts and dying with nothing to leave. 
Their homes are built of adobe bricka, 
made on the ground, and are neatly 
whitewashed. 
The floors are of mud, 


the beds are piled with sHiaepskms, thd 
household utensils are limited In num- 
bei-j and are of tlie cheapest materials, 
often wood atid home made. Few peo- 
ple e.ilst upon less money, with fewer 
comforts, and yet they are happy and 
contented. 
Schools are scarce and In- 


struction is limited to n few- months a 
year at the parish church.
